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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 53-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Toebes, VIII et al. (US Patent no. 5959690). 

Regarding claims 53, 59, and 65, Toebes discloses an encoding means for encoding 
moving pictures data using a predictive encoding means (See Toebes col. 7, lines 49- 
64); designating information supplying means for supplying information designating a 
decoding starting picture and a display starting picture (See Toebes col. 15, lines 23-31, 
col. 16, lines 23-27), and for supplying information designating a decoding terminating 
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picture and display terminating picture in the moving picture data (See figs. 5 and 6 col. 
17, lines 14-17), and recording means for recording moving picture data encoded and 
the designating information supplied by the designating information supplying means 
(See col. 18, lines 49-67). 

As per claims 54, 56, 60, 62, 66, and 68, most of the limitations of these claims have 
been noted in the above rejection of claims 53, 59, and 65. In addition, Toebes further 
discloses encoding position of a leading or last byte of the decoding starting or 
terminating picture (See fig. 3, and col. 9, lines 66-67, col. 10, lines 1-21). 

As per claims 55, 57-58, 61 , 63, 67 and 69, most of the limitations of these claims have 
been noted in the above rejection of claims 53, 59, and 65. In addition, Toebes further 
discloses encoding as information a display start time point and display terminating time 
point (See col. 19, lines 7-58). 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Oku et al. (US Patent no. 6084637) teaches decoding and displaying device for coded 
picture data. 

Tozaki et al. (US Patent no. 6108281) teaches accessing control for optical recording 
device capable of performing time search. See for example Figs. 17 and 18, and col. 
31, lines 1-64. 
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Moriyama et al. (US Patent no. 6253018) teaches information record medium, 
apparatus for recording the same and apparatus for reproducing the same.
